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Guard fatally shoots teen

A young man was shot and killed early 
Monday morning near Sacramento State by an 
on-duty security officer in what police are calling 
a case of self-defense. 

Sacramento Police Sgt. Matthew Young said 
the incident occurred at the Riverbridge 
Apartment Complex on University Avenue near 
Howe Avenue. About 90 percent of tenants are 
students, said apartment manager Chuck Lash. 

Some students were shocked to hear and wit- 
ness the shooting early Monday morning. 

'- “J didn’t know what was happening, I was 
woken up by gun shots and people cussing at 
each other,” said Vanessa Bovee, a resident at

River Bridge and a student a Sac State. 

Peter Garvy, a maintenance worker at the 
complex, said that the car’s engine was loudly 
revving after the shooting for several minutes. 

Freshman biology major and Yuba City resi- 
dent Holly Smith said that safety should be at the 
forefront of everyone’s minds. 

“First it was the shooting at Virginia Tech, 
then the threats in Yuba City and now a shooting 
right down the street from (Sacramento 
State)...when is this going to end?” Smith asked, 
“Should I be scared to go outside or come to 
school? I don’t mean tobe dramatic...it just 
seems like a lot of scary things have happened 
lately.” 

Young said that Monday’s shooting was an 
isolated incident and shouldn’t cause students to 
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worry or fear for their safety. 

“This has nothing to do with Virginia Tech,” 
Young said. “This was an incident that took place 
off campus and was a response to fear (not 
anger). Students should feel safe here.” 

Zach Meadows, a senior at Sac State who 
lives in the River Bridge Apartment complex, 
said, normally, the complex is a fairly quiet place 
to live. 

Linda Lebreux works at Michael and Sons, 
which is right next to the parking lot where the 
incident happened, She said she was shocked that 
the shooting occurred because the area is usually 
quiet. 

“We have had car break-ins and things of that 
nature, but never anything this major,” Lebreux

“Well, almost anything,” Clark 
said.

Rob Wallace said he too would do 
pretty much anything to avoid stu- 
dent-fee payments and parking fees. 

“T had to take out a loan to pay 
for this year,” Wallace said. “I have 
too many credit cards and an almost 
full-time job.... My education is 
suffering, my credit score is nonex- 
istent and my bank account is run- 
ning low. There’s not much I would- 
n’t do in exchange for fully paid 
tuition and fees.” 

Assemblyman Mike Feuer said 
his goal of the Assembly Bill or the 
Civic Service Loan Assumption 
Program, is to ease the financial 
burden of obtaining a degree at a 
California public university while 






simultaneously improving the com- 
munity. 

Feuer plans to do this by offering 
students four years of fully paid stu- 
dent fees in exchange for two years 
of civic or community service, total- 
ing at least 600 annual hours. 

Feuer’s Legislative Director 
David Stammerjohan said that for 
the purposes of the bill, civic service: 
positions are defined as peace offi- 
cers, firefighters, paramedics and 
medical technicians. He said that 
positions with any other city or 
county agency that is experiencing 
an ongoing difficulty with either 
recruiting or retaining such person- 
nel are acceptable as well. 
Students can also work or volunteer 
at a nonprofit organization as long 
as it dedicates a substantial portion 
of its resources to gang prevention, 
tutoring services, disaster prepared- 
ness, preservation of environmen- 
tally sensitive areas, programs for 
the homeless or substance abuse 
programs, according to a press 
release.

As of 2006, the total number of 
reported rapes and sexual assaults 
has fallen 69 percent since 1993, 
according to the Rape, Abuse and 
Incest National Network website. 

This fact has led a number of 
rape counselors, sexual assault vol- 
unteers, medical doctors and victim 
advocates to question whether the 
total number of sexual assault and 
rape cases has actually dropped, or 
if fewer victims are reporting their 
attacks, 

Jessica Heskin, a victim advo- 
cate for the Sacramento State 
Women’s Resource Center, said the 
center sees approximately 50 stu- 
dents per semester. 

According to Sac State’s 2006 
Jeanne Clery Report, which is 
named in memory of a Lehigh 
University freshman who was raped 
and murdered while asleep in her 
dorm room in 1986 and requires 


colleges and universities to disclose 
information about crime on and 
around their campuses, University 
Police handled 14 forcible sexual 
offenses in 2003, one in 2004 and 
six in 2005. 

That leaves an average of 93 
cases unaccounted for each year 
without considering the number of 
students who don’t report cases to 
University Police or the WRC. 

This is a shocking statistic for 

Heskin, who said that Sac State has 
amazing recovery services and pro- 
grams. 
“T think our services. are excel- 
lent,” Heskin said. “The (WRC), 
along with on- and off- campus law 
enforcement. agencies and the 
Student Health Center, have very 
comprehensive services (including) 
victim advocacy, counseling and 
health services.” 

Sophomore interior design 
major Jan Robinson said that while 
she has not personally used the 
WRC’s resources, a close friend of 
hers, who wished. not to comment, 
has. 

“A friend: of mine went to the 
(WRC) last semester for personal 
reasons relating to (the opposite

“T would say, in total, there was 
about 150 to 200 (students who 
filled out a survey), Mirza said. 

Aside from getting nearly 300 
pictures of him printed, Mirza 
passed out the ASI Vote Smart pam- 
phlets with ribbon that had his con- 
tact information on it. 

Mirza said he could have passed 
out surveys to students earlier than 
when he did, and set up a booth on 
the Library Quad like sororities and 
fraternities do to draw students’ 
attention. 

Though he said he could have 
done a couple of things differently 
during his campaign, he feels con- 
tent with everything he did. 

“T really feel good about the 
elections, because I was reaching 
out to a lot of students. They appre- 
ciate that I took the time to ask them 
those questions. I was really happy 
with how the elections turned out,” 
he said. 

If elected president, Mirza said 
he would like to set up a time every 
week to talk to students to get their 
voices heard, and so they can 
become more familiar with who all 
the ASI representatives are. 

Though he did not do much 
campaigning, junior government 
international relations major Robert 
Linch Jr. said he is generally happy 
with everything he contributed to 
this year’s election. 

Linch said he made a couple of 
signs to post around Sac State’s 
campus, and he took the time to 
speak with students. 

He also said speaking to The 
State Hornet was a way he was able 
to get his ideas printed and distrib- 
uted to students. 

“Tve done really personal cam- 
paigning. [’ve campaigned in the 
dorms and talked about the ideas I 
have for the presidential position,” 
Linch said. 

He added he reached out to 
about a couple hundred students in 
this manner. 

“T really wish I could have got- 


ten my message out in a more effec- 
tive way. I wish I would have made 
more signs, and had a more effec- 
tive way of distributing my mes- 
sage,” he said. 

During the presidential debate, 
Linch said he would focus on rally- 
ing against the 10 percent student 
fee increase. 

‘Tm happy with the message 
I’ve tried to convey to the students,” 
Linch said as he reflected on his 
entire campaign. 

Junior English major Christina 
Romero said she and the other 
members on slate Vision have been 
in the Library Quad speaking with 
students, similar to the approach 
Mirza took. 

Aside from going to her ASI 
debate, Romero said she has made 
classroom announcements and 
campaigned to fraternities and 
sororities on campus. 

““We’ ve actually done a lot. We 
go in and let them know what our 
platform is, who we are, and we 
give them our contact information 
and ask them to sponsor us,” she 
said. 

Along with other members of 
slate Team Access, Angel Barajas, 
former 2005-06 ASI president, 
accomplished his presidential title 
by the similar method. 

“We would get a lot of endorse- 
ments from clubs and organizations. 
We would speak at clubs and organ- 
izations’ meetings. We would also 
go into classrooms, speak to students 
about how to be involved in student 
elections and why they should be 
able to vote,” Barajas said. 

One of the things Romero did 
was set up a website for students to 
voice their opinions. 

““We’ ve set up a website for stu- 
dents so that we can be transparent 
and they could contact us,” she said. 

Romero said she would have 
liked to have more volunteers to 
help her reach out to the whole cam- 
pus community. 

She said although there is 
always room for improvement, she 
feels she put her whole heart into the

campaign and did the best that she | 


could. 


She said that this year’s election | 


has been a clean campaign and that 
she respected the other candidates. 

“IT want to 
thank the stu- 
dents who 
voted, being 
involved and 
caring _ for 
their campus 
community,” 
she said. 

If elected, 
Romero said 
she wants to 
make both 
ASI and the campus budget trans- 
parent for everyone to see, so every- 
one on campus will know how 
much money is going toward pro- 
grams and in which departments. 

Barajas said his slate had a 
strong platform and strong message 
that students cared about. 

Before elections, Barajas made it 
a priority to invest numerous hours 
to getting to know students. 

“T remember we worked plenty 
of hours. During those two days of 
elections, we passed out fliers on the 
quad and campaigned without stop- 
ping...sometimes without eating,” 
he said. 

Barajas said the candidate who 
knows the student issues and has a 
good platform will be ASI’s next 
president. 

“(He or she) has a vast and 
diverse support on campus, and 
pretty much would have worked to

the very end of campaigning in | 


order to receive votes. I think who- 
ever has those qualities and criteria 
will become president,” he said. 

As the only presidential candi- 
date unavailable for comment, 
O’Keeffe was present at the presi- 
dential debate where he said he will 
promote more student involvement 
on campus, and increase student 
pride of Sac State if elected.

Continued from Al 
said. 


The men involved in the incident were later identi- 
fied as George J. Cardenas and Patrick M. Goodman, 
both 19, according to the police press release. The 
deceased has not been identified yet. He said the securi- 
ty guard, Gregory Gass, approached the men after he 
suspected them of trying to steal or burglarize the vehi- 


cle they were gathered around. 


“The men jumped into their black Honda and drove 
straight at the guard who, in fear for his safety, pulled his 


gun,” Young said. 


He said Gass fired one round into the car. 
The bullet hit the 19-year-old driver who was rushed 
to the UC Davis Medical Center, according to a 





report. 


Sacramento Police Department press release. He was | 
pronounced dead a short time later. Sacramento Police 
did not identify the driver as of Monday evening. 

Young said that while police are continuing their | 
investigation they have taken the two other men into | 
custody, where charges are pending. He said that no | 
charges have been filed against the security guard. 

“Tve been here for 11 years and our only problem 
has been car theft,’ Garvy said. 

Young said that Monday’s incident bumps the total 
number of homicides that have occurred in Sacramento | 
since January 1, up to around 15.

sex), Robinson said. “From what 
she has told me, everyone at the 
center is extremely nice and wel- 
coming. She was initially embar- 
rassed and a bit scared, but said that 
she never once felt judged or pres- 
sured by the people there.” 

Heskin said that she has person- 
ally helped students file restraining 
orders, apply for formal academic 
intervention and request police 
accompaniment. 

“Less than five students a 
semester need academic interven- 
tion,” Heskin said. “(The center 
does) about six to eight police 
accompaniments per semester, and I 
do approximately four restraining 
orders for domestic violence a 
semester.” 

Sgt. Kelly Clark of University 
Police Department said that as diffi- 
cult as it may seem, students need to 
report any and all cases of sexual 
assault, rape, stalking and violence. 

“Please report the incident to the 
police department,” Clark said. “We 
have specially trained investigators 
to assist you. (We also have) a mul- 
titude of resources, including pro- 
fessional counselors. Your well- 
being is our highest priority.” 

Clark said that not reporting an 
incident can also result in other stu- 
dents being placed in similarly. diffi- 





cult and unsafe situations with the 
same or different perpetrators. 

Likewise, Heskin said that stu- 
dents will meet with her to discuss a 
number of issues, most of which are 
related to instances of sexual 
assault. 

“(The victim) will meet with me, 
and I inform him or her of their 
rights and options,’ Heskin said 
“We discuss what he or she wants to 
do in terms of reporting the assault 
to law enforcement or student 
affairs. If the perpetrator is a student, 
and then if he or she decides to do 
any of that, I accompany him or her 
to the police station or the medical 
exam. If they decide not to do that, I 
can arrange for counseling, academ- 
ic intervention, restraining orders, 
and any other services, they may 
need or want, either on or off cam- 
pus.” 

Heskin said her main point is 
that the victim gets to decide what 
she wants to do and that neither 
Heskin nor any of her fellow staff 
member tan or will force the stu- 
dent to do anything. She said that 
while the WRC does work with 
University Police,.the center is not 
required to report most cases to 
them and will not do so without the 
victim’s permission. 

“IT have client confidentiality 
with. the victim,.so I can’t tell any- 


one anything that she discusses with 
me without his or her permission,” 
Heskin said. “There are, of course, a 
few exceptions to this, but I discuss 
that with them up front. (The 
WRC) is a safe environment where 
people can discuss their concerns 
and problems with us, and then we 
can come up with a solution togeth- 
cha 

Heskin said that cases where the 
WEC staff is required to report its 
findings and information to law 
enforcement’ include abuse of a 
child or elderly person, if the 
reporter or victim is a threat to him- 
self or herself, if the perpetrator is 
believed to be a threat to the campus 
community at large. 

She said that students should not 
be afraid or embarrassed to ask for 
help, because that is what she and 
the center are there for.

Senior Jonathan Heddrick, a 
mechanical engineering technology 
major, said he is very impressed 
with Harralson’s passion for the 
project. 

Harralson said he teamed up 
with Dennis Manning, an engineer 
from San Jose who was going after 
the world record for a bike. 

“Once I made some drawings of 
the vehicle, Dennis and I met and 
agreed to work together,’ Harralson 
said. “We had no sponsors, but we had 
lots of people who volunteered to 
help.” 

Harralson said a pattern compa- 
ny that makes bike frames wanted 
$20,000 to make the model of the 
bike, but Harralson’s group had no 
money. Harralson’s wife bought 
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Sac State profes- 
sor helped create 
a motorcycle that 
broke a world 

record for speed.

him some tools for Christmas and 
he made the model himself. 

‘Brandon Dickinson, a senior 
mechanical engineering technology 
major, said Harralson uses the infor- 
mation about the bike in class. 

“Tt is nice to know that I can take 
the information he gives me and 
apply it to the project I am working 
on,” Dickinson said. “I mean break- 
ing a world speed record is just plain 
cool.” 

Harralson said every aspect of 
the bike — from aerodynamics to 
stress analysis — is a part of what he 
teaches to his students every week. 

Harralson said he’s not done. 
“Four hundred miles per hour is our 
next goal, and we will begin testing 
for that goal in June,” he said.

Under -the CSLAP, any resident of 
California who is enrolled at a public campus 
in California, is in the process of obtaining a 
bachelor’s degree, has completed at least 60 
units, has agreed to work full time in civic serv- 
ice for at least two consecutive years, and is 
approved to receive a loan from an approved 
loan program is eligible to receive funding. 

Stammerjohan said that upon completion of 
one year of civic service, the program would 
assume the value of two years of University of 
California or California State University tuition 
with the program, assuming the remaining 
amount upon completion of the second year. 

He said that the deal will be contingent upon 
students fulfilling their commitment and that any 
student who does not do so will be required to 
pay the remaining balance. 

Stammerjohan said that most of the stu- 
dents he talks to have incurred so much 
debt, while obtaining their bachelor’s 
degree that community service is not even 
an option for them because they need to get 
a.job, make money and start paying back 
loans and other fees as quickly as possible. 

According to the Project on Student Debt 
website, in 2005, the overall average debt of stu- 
dents who attended a four-year institution in 
California was $15,203. 





Stammerjohan said that while the bill has 
been supported by a number of students and leg- 
islature members it has received criticism from 
California taxpayers. . 

Tracy businessman Don Thompson said that 
he is against anything that could possibly 
increase his taxes. 

“T support education all the way, but taxes 
already kill me,” Thompson said. “I don’t think 
that I could handle an increase. Hell, I don’t think 
I could handle the possibility of an increase.” 

Dana Cliffton, a Sacramento resident and 
mother of two, said that the student fees of col- 


lege students should not be the sole responsibili- 


ty of taxpayers. 

“As great as I think college is, it’s a choice,” 
Cliffton’ said. “If you choose to go to college then 
you and your parents should find some way to 
pay for it. That’s what loans and grants are for.” 

Stammerjohan said that if passed, taxpayers 
will not incur any tax increases that are directly 
related to the bill. 

“Right now, we’re working on finding private 
sources of money in addition to any state fund- 
ing, so that we can minimize any impact on the 
state budget,’ Stammerjohan said. 

Stammerjohan said that both Feuer and him- 
self are confident that the bill will pass. 

“Assemblyman Feuer recognizes that the 
Governor is a strong proponent of civic serv- 


ice,” Stammerjohan said. “That leads us to be 
cautiously optimistic about the chances of it 


being signed into law.” 


Stammerjohan said that the bill passed out of 
the Assembly’s Higher Education Committee 
last week and is expected to be reviewed by the 
Assembly’s Appropriations Committee some- 
time soon, although no date is currently sched- 
uled. 

Sophomore communication studies major El 
Young said the bill is self-defeating. 

“If I understand the proposal correctly, the 
main point of the bill is to get people involved 
with and be passionate about community service 
and the idea of helping people,” Young said. 
“This does not accomplish that because anybody 
who signs up for it would being doing so to save 
themselves money, not because they really care.”

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Immigration studies: 
a key to understanding 


on Monday, I would like to make an official 
endorsement for a certain class that students 

should consider taking. The class is Sociology 
122: Immigration Studies, taught by Professor 
Manuel Barajas. Current debate on the issue of 
immigration, more specifically, on illegal immi- 
gration is often a narrow, ethnocentric debate 
about what we should do to solve the i immigra- 
tion problem and not about what causes immi- 
grants, documented or undocumented, to come to 
the United States and the hardships they face. 

Before taking this class, I saw immigration in 
the simple push/pull model. That is, people leave 
their native countries because they are poor and 
come to the U.S. because it is rich. These types of 
misconceptions cause people to lose sight of the 
racist provisions of U.S. immigration policy, how 
neo-colonialism has impacted immigration and 
how the notion of the illegal immigrant came 
about. It is important to critically analyze the his- 
tory of U.S. immigration policy, the social and 
political atmosphere of the U.S. during certain 
periods of immigration and how immigrants are 
received by their host nation, which often deter- 
mines the level of success in the U.S. 
Furthermore, examining the degree of economic, 
political or military involvement the U.S. has had 
in nations that send large numbers of immigrants 
to our shores and borders allows one to look 
beyond the simple push/pull factors. 

Through this class, one can gain insight that is 
critical in understanding the causes of, and factors 
that influence, immigration, the role the -U.S.

immigration policy has played in stereotyping 
and racializing immigrants and in understanding 
that the current debate over immigration should 
not simply look at how to solve the immigration 
problem. I used to ignore the human aspect of 
immigration, but by ignoring the human aspect of 
immigration, it becomes easier to raise arbitrary 
restrictions on immigration that lead to real immi- 
grants suffering. 

There are immense hardships immigrants 
face, such as leaving behind family, risking men- 
tal and physical injuries and being vilified by 
American society and being forced to assimilate 
or leave. One might say that what I have stated 
here is pure conjecture or bias. Well, I am biased 
in saying that one should take this class and not 
take a geology or math class instead. What is not 
based on conjecture or bias is the information I 
have been exposed to by taking this class. My 
hope is that people will be exposed to information 
that challenges uncritical, mainstream thought 
about immigration that is often distorted by the 
media and political pundits. 

For example, the term illegal, when applied to 
immigration, is used in the media and on talk 
shows in order to close discussion on the issue 


and label people, regardless of how much or little 
they contribute to America, as undeserving of 
being here because they are breaking the law. 
U.S. immigration restrictions and quotas based 
on national origins (and on census data from 
1790) produced the illegal alien as a legal and 
political subject barred from citizenship and with- 
out rights. 

Furthermore, one will see through examining 
the history of U.S. immigration policy how 
restrictions and quotas vilified and stigmatized 
inferior races and cemented American identity as 
white, Anglo-Saxon Protestants. Fast-forward to 
2007, and the long history of equating certain 
nationalities as inferior races has manifested itself 
in the immigration problem now being a Mexican 
problem. 

It is incredibly unfortunate that people make 
decisions about how undocumented immigrants 
should be treated and dealt with without at least 
looking to the past at how this problem was cre- 
ated. Current policy such as building border walls 
and militarizing the border is a stop-gap measure 
that is not only inhumane and ineffective, but 
ignores a long history of how the policies of the 
United States government have created and exac- 
erbated the same problem it now seeks to solve. 
If you want to be informed on the issue, I urge 
you to register for Sociology 122 this fall.

Cultural Center may have fallen 


icky Gutierrez, a student assistant at the 

RR isi-cutrt Center, “sees the center as 

ing a venue for students organizing. 

With the way things are structured, people don’t 

have a place to congregate, don’t have a place to 

converse about underrepresented faculty, address 
the issue. of racism.” 

“Maribel Rosendo-Servin, a senior sociology 
major, believes that the center “can be a place 
where everyone comes together and understands 
each other’s diversity.” 

Analia Mendez, Interim Director of the Multi- 
Cultural Center since Jan. 22, said that it is her 
commitment to make the center “‘stronger, better 
and have a permanent director.” 

These three vision statements are by no means 
mutually exclusive. I bet people wonder what all 
the fuss is about. 

Those who went to the open forum April 13, 
read the articles about the center throughout the 
year, or witnessed the demonstrations held by C- 
COLORS, might perceive the student activists as 
meddlesome kids acting out of turn. 

When I look at C-COLORS, I see a group of 
students who have continuously fought for both 
something they believe in and a place they call 
home here on campus. However, I also see a 
group of students still fighting for survival when 
they’ve already won the war. It is now time for 
reparations. 

Eight months ago, C-COLORS — a group of 
students fearing a possible phasing out of the 
Multi-Cultural Center from Student Affairs and 
the university as a whole — began to demonstrate 
in order to save the center. The main reason for 
its exertion was a lack of a permanent director. 

According to Vice President of Student 
Affairs Lori Varlotta’s “Destination 2010/Student 
Affairs” actualization plan, the charge of “devel- 
oping programs for academic year 2006-07” for 

‘ the center was put in the hands of a “student Bor

gramming group.” As leadership changes 
occurred, full-time students shouldered the entire 
workload of the center. That’s a problem. 

The larger problem came from seven months 
of stagnation, degradation and uncertainty. 
During this time, the Library Java City sipped up 
a large portion of the Multi-Cultural Center. And 
there was no director in place to lobby for the 
space. 

“The space has decreased,” said senior goy- 
ernment major Joaquin Castafied. “There were 35 
organizations occupied in that space. Not a sin- 
gle one is now,” said Castafied. 

With the loss of space and leadership, C- 
COLORS attacked the center’s “blighted condi- 
tion” with the same activist mentality that it used 
to fight racism and sexism. It willed the issues 
confronting the center into the Library Quad and 
into articles in The State Hornet, catching the 
attention of administrators, Associated Students 
Inc., the entire campus community. Isolated in its 
war of attrition, Sacramento State’s equivalent of 
the 47 Ronin battled for the Multi-Cultural 
Center, believing it was on its way to oblivion. 

Student Affairs recognized the need for lead- 
ership in the center, and it responded by hiring an 
interim director, Analia Mendez. Her hiring did 
nothing to clear the air, having taken place during 
the Winter Break when students were out. And to 
C-COLORS, the word “interim” reeked of “tem- 
porary,” the position certifying for it that the cen- 
ter was still on the verge of termination. 

With the recent history of the Multi-Cultural 
Center, I can see the why that connection was 


made. 

But that connection is broken, and the center 
is not going anywhere. 

Analia Mendez has handled complaints 
against the center. Charges of racism against staff 
housed in the center are being investigated in- 
house, as is appropriate. The “sign-in” system is 
gone. I can see how “the wall” creates space for 
desks and chairs. 

But calling the police to secure the area from 
a peaceful sit-in. Um. That was a mistake. 
Especially by a program of Student Affairs. 
Especially by a program that has housed student 
activists since 1989. 

-Ed Jones, the relatively new Associate Vice 
President of Student Affairs, has created an advi- 
sory board, which is made up of representatives 
from the faculty, the university’s administration, 
program administration, ASI and others to deter- 
mine the qualifications the next director of the 
center should have. 

Administration may have acted only after 
James Kitchen made his report, but that’s not the 
point. The point is that administration hired a 
neutral party to assess the center — thanks in large 
part to the student coalition’s own report. 
Administration will be held accountable for 
whatever report it acts on; it has to have its own 
investigator. 

One last bit: It would be a grave injustice to 
have an advisory board to the center without C- 
COLORS representation. If it weren’t for the 
efforts of these student activists, I wouldn’t have 
given the center a first thought, let alone a col- 
umn. 

Besides, there is no better student body to 
fight for more space.

OK, so who should my finger be 
pointed at? I know it’s easy to place 
blame on whoever is in charge, but 
shouldn’t we take the time to look at 
the situation in its entirety and deter- 
mine the real cause of the problem? 

With the current campus cli- 
mate, a no-confidence referendum 
and outraged faculty members, a 
number of students are confused 
about which side they should be on. 
Should we support our president in 
his darkest days or should we stick 
behind our professors and fight for 
their rights? 

Is President Alexander Gonzalez 
really that bad? Are the faculty’s 
arguments and demands really sub- 
stantial? Let’s look at the major 
claims and focus on each side to 
determine what we, as students, 
should really be concerned with. 

After looking into the subject, I 





am convinced that all of the major 
issues in the no-confidence referen- 
dum and Gonzalez’s response letter 
affect Sacramento State students, 
either ditectly or indirectly. 


Gonzalez’s response letter 
included claims made by the faculty 
and his own personal responses. A 
major claim that has been made by 
the faculty is that over the course of 
Gonzalez’s term as the president of 
Sac State, “The budget allocations 
for Academic Affairs have been sys- 
tematically reduced by a total of $3 
million; while over the same period 
of time, budgets to other divisions 
have been substantially increased.” 

Gonzalez said that, contrary to 
the Faculty Senate’s claims, the 
money allocated for Academic 


Affairs has actually increased over 
the past three years. He said that 
since 2004, he has “worked system- 
atically and diligently to restore and 
strengthen Academic Affairs.” 

Gonzalez also said that if the 
contract with the faculty is ratified 
the Academic Affairs’ budget will 
increase by $2.8 million to cover the 
2006-07 raises, which means there 
will be a substantial net increase to 
the budget. 

By these numbers, it’s hard to 
argue against Gonzalez. After all, 
the faculty is claiming that money 
should be targeted toward 
Academic Affairs. 

It looks to me that it is. Gonzalez 
one, faculty zero. 

By improving Academic Affairs 
and the faculty’s attitude and ill 
image towards him, Gonzalez can 
begin to piece together his broken 
career. 

I understand that, as president, 
he should be trying to keep every- 
one happy and look at both points of 


view, but when his faculty is out-_ 


raged, I believe that the first step of 
action would be to make them satis- 
fied. Without them, the school 
wouldn’t run properly. 

Gonzalez has said that he under- 
stands the faculty and where it’s 
coming from. Gonzalez said that he 
came from the faculty and knows 
what it is to be a’member of the 
CSU. Still, I don’t see his remorse 
doing any good.

The faculty had a number of 
other issues to take up with the pres- 
ident, including his trademark 
visions and trying to improve the 
image of the school instead of 
focusing on the university’s pro- 
grams and classes. 

Gonzalez said that “students 
come to universities for many, var- 
ied reasons,” and that improving the 
visibility of the school will “attract 
community support.” He said that 
Destination 2010 is focusing on 
increasing the amount of support, 
funding, direction and quality of the 
university.

pay increase 


en I was asked to write 
an opinion article about 
the Associated Students 


Inc. Board of Directors getting a 
raise, | was immediately skeptical. 
In my mind, all I could think was: 
why do they deserve a raise? Just 
what do they do? I work hard at my 
job and I haven’t had a raise in 
almost a year. My thoughts immedi- 
ately shifted when Tiffany 
Huang,Vice President of Finance, 
shed light on the issue. 

“There hasn’t been a raise’ in 
seven years,” Huang said. 

I don’t want to gloat, but I get 
paid pretty good money at my cur- 
rent job, but if seven years had gone 
by and I was still making the same 
hourly wage, heads would be 
rolling. 

Maybe not so much, but my 
employers would have received a 
strongly wordéd resignation letter. ” 

Since I began working at the 
young age of 15, I have always been 
about my money, and apparently so 
is ASI. They are currently fighting 
for the board of directors to receive 
an increase in its stipend or possibly 
changing to an hourly wage. The 
way things are headed, ASI is more 
in favor of a scholarship. 

“We don’t have set hours,” 
Huang said. “Our time isn’t neces- 
sarily determined by being in the 
office.” 

The stipend the board of direc- 
tofs receives is only awarded if it 
completes its job title. Supervising 
teacher Mary Felix of the Children’s 
Center believes ASI members are 
going above and beyond what they 
are being asked to do. 

“T think it’s a wonderful incen- 
tive for the hours of work put into 
community involvement.” Felix 
said. 

In asking for this raise, the com- 
mittee is also examining the pay dif- 
ference between Sacramento State 
and other CSUs around the state. 

“San Diego State is the highest- 
paid but, their student body is a lot 
larger.” Felix said

The Students Fellowship Club is one 
of nine Christian clubs on campus, and 
meets weekly for Bible study, fellowship 
and other events throughout the semester. 

What sets it apart from other 
Christian clubs is its focus on reaching 
out to international students, said Marc 
Sorensen, the club president. 

Sorensen, who co-founded the club 
two-and-half-years ago with electrical 
engineering student _— Stanislaus 
Solomon, said their wish was to devel- 
op a more diverse fellowship. 

Sorensen, whose parents are mis- 
sionaries, said he grew up around a lot 
of ethnic cultures; something he felt was 
missing in his experience with his for- 
mer club.

the team has gained more confi- 
dence throughout the season’s 
accomplishments. 

“We have come together as a 
team and have been playing well,” 
he said. 

The Sac State men’s team is 
looking to repeat what the women 
did last week when it traveled to 
Goodyear, Ariz., for the Big Sky 
Conference Championships. 

The women’s team posted an 
884, the lowest since 2004, which 
was good enough for first place to 
win the Big Sky Championships. 

Pohll hopes the women’s vic- 
tory will give the men the motiva- 
tion to return to Sac with top hon- 
ors. 

“Tt’s like the guys saw what the 
girls did and don’t want (them) to 
one up them,” Pohll said. 

Both the men’s and women’s 
programs won their first tourna- 
ment of the season, but what Pohll 
said was noticeable was that the 
women won the first tournament 
at the Bobcat Desert Classic in 
Goodyear on March 14, then the 
men’s team followed with its first 
first-place finish of the season at 
the Diablo Grande Intercollegiate 
in Patterson on March 20. 

“We need to put that on the 
back burner, and hopefully we can 
repeat again,’ Sophomore Scott 
DeBorba said of‘the back-to-back 
victories. 

The men beat out 10 other 
teams, shooting 885. DeBorba 
took home top honors, shooting 
216, followed by freshman Grant 
Norton, who shot a 218. 

Another record-setting 
moment was when the men’s team 
posted an 871 at the OGIO Pacif- 
ic Coast Integcollegiate in Solvang 
on April 2-3, which is the fourth- 
best score in school history, and 
the lowest in the last 10 years. 

Pohll said the best thing to do 
before heading into the champi- 
onships is continue to practice and 
be consistent. 

“We will be doing the same old 
stuff and continue to play a lot in 
the short game, which is chipping 
and putting,” he said. “We just 
need to continue to play a lot and 
concentrate on the short game.” 

Chipping is when the golfer 


hits the ball anywhere after driv- 
ing off the tee and before making 
it onto the green, which is where 
the final strokes will be taken. 

Putting is when the ball reach- 
es the green and the golfer takes 
shorter, softer strokes to drop the 
ball into the hole. 

Sac State will take on teams 
that are not set conferences in the 
International Golf Championships 
hosted by Northern Colorado in 
Windsor at the Pelican Lakes 
Country Club beginning on Fri- 
day. 

Wally Goodwin, director of 
golf and coach of the defending 
champions Northern Colorado, 
Francis Marion said Idaho State, 
North Dakota State, Northern 
Colorado Sac State, South Dakota 
State, Utah Valley State, Weber 
State will make up the eight teams 
for the three-day tournament. 

Pohll said Sac State’s biggest 
competition will be Northern 
Colorado since it will have the 


‘advantage of golfing in its own 


course and Weber State, which is 
ranked higher than Sac State. 

The Sac State men’s team was 
in the Big Sky Conference along 
with the women but, according to 
conference rules there must be six 
teams minimum in the conference. 
After Portland State left the Big 
Sky four years ago, the conference 
dropped the men’s program. 

Pohll said his team has a great 
chance to bring home a victory 
since the team has been posting 
milestones throughout the season. 

“T think the chances are great. 
We won our first tournament in 
eight years and (recorded) the best 
three-round tournament total in 10 
years,” he said. 

Along with the record-break- 
ing season, the Hornets’ two fresh- 
men, Kyle Candlish and Grant 
Norton, are ranked as the 18" best 
freshman class in Division I. 

“That’s a huge thing,’ Pohll 
said. 

“I wasn’t sure what it was 
going to be like,’ Norton said 
when he joined the Hornets. 
“Watching college golf, you see 
juniors and seniors (playing) and I 
heard I would be starting — it was 
different.” 

Not only does the team have

two solid freshman golfers, but 
DeBorba has been showing Pohll 
what he’s made of during practice. 

“He’s playing with a lot of con- 
fidence,” Pohll said. “This week 
in practice he shot a 63, which is 
nine under par. “I expect big 
things out of him.” ; 

DeBorba shot the 63 at the 
Wildhawk Golf Course, which 
was a set par of 72. 

“That has built my confidence 
a lot,’ DeBorba said. 

Without knowing the entire 
field that the Hornets might be 
going up against in Colorado, 
Candlish knows Sac State has a 
shot. 

“T don’t know all the teams that 
are going to be there, but I know 
four teams, and I know we are 
capable of beating them,” he said.

Members of local band 
Nice Monster avoid clichés

The members of Sacramento- 
based band Nice Monster are se- 
rious about their music. They are 
not quite as serious about their 
“day jobs.” 

“T am the vice president of the 
chinchilla organization,” guitarist 
Jason Roberts said with a very 
somber expression on his face. 

Backup vocalist Heather 
Phillips joined the conversation. 

“Tam a concubine,” she said. 

The other two members of the 
band joined in the conversation, 
adding equally odd comments 
that fit in with the band’s unique 
melodies and lyrics. 

Nice Monster will be playing 
a free show at noon today in Ser- 
na Plaza, behind the University 
Union. 

Matthew Gerken founded 
Nice Monster and is a part of two 
other projects called Be Brave 
Bold Robot and The Christian 
Kiefer Band. Phillips plays pi- 
ano, organ and sings backup vo- 
cals; Roberts plays guitar; Greg 
Aaron is the band’s drummer and 
Chad Wilson plays bass. The cur- 
rent members of the band have 
been together for about two years. 

Roberts said the band seeks to 
make its music something other 
than average. 

“We follow the creative form, 
rather than the fill-in form,” 
Roberts said. “A typical rock-pop 
song is based on an existing struc- 
ture, almost formulaic.” 

Gerken elaborated on Roberts’ 
idea of predictable music and 
compared it to a predictable 
movie. “I don’t like to know 
whether or not the guy gets the 
girl, and it’s the same with mu- 


sic,” he said. 

“Most people like to dance to 
music that goes ‘boom, chuck, 
boom, chuck,’ but I can’t stand 
rhythm cliché,” Gerken said. 

Every member of the band has 
different influences and a differ- 
ent style, which make for a unique 
combination. Matthew Gerken is 
influenced by jazz and the sounds 
of the 1950s and 1960s. Aaron is 
influenced more by the 1940s, as 
well as 1970s classic rock. 
Roberts compared their music to 
Radiohead and the Beatles. 

“Writing music is all about 
combining influences and trying 
not to sound identical to other 
bands,” Gerken said. 

Gerken described the band’s 
music with the words “controlled 
chaos.” He explained that the 
band’s music is similar to its 
name. “It may be silly-sounding, 
but it is meant to suggest an exer- 
cise of contrast,” he said.

on fetishes

Fetish — what does it mean? 

If you ask Noah Webster, one answer is an inanimate object that is 
worshiped because it is believed to be magical. 

If you ask a prude, the answer is something weird that should not be 
discussed. 

And, if you ask a child, then, well you may have some issues. 

According to askmen.com, a fetish is outside the realm of what is 
characteristically considered normal. I have put the word on what I call 
the Anglo-Saxon term list. The list consists of words that have negative 
connotations based on religious implications. The word fetish implies 
something that is weird: What isn’t weird these days? 

Traditionally, fetishes are objects, outfits, sexual practices or nonsexual 
body parts used for sexual arousal. There are primarily four types of fetishes 
that have been exposed to the mainstream public. They are bondage, domii- 
nation, sadism and masochism (BDSM). These acts can be seen in some of 
our most beloved films. In “Return of the Jedi” we see Princess Leia being 
subjugated to domination by Jabba the Hutt. In “Tom Cats,” Jerry O’Connell 
is seen being subjected to bondage by a crazy librarian. She then gets pleas- 
ure from spanking him, which is an example of sadism; if O’Connell’s char- 
acter were asking to be spanked then it would be masochism.

also quite difficult to master.” 

There are two different types of 
swords used during practice. The long 
thin sword is called “Jian” in Chi- 
nese. The Jian was traditionally used 
by elegant scholars such as Confu- 
- cius and is very graceful, similar to a 
fencing sword. 

This weapon is used quickly and 
swiftly. By mastering quick snaps of 
the wrist a warrior could pinpoint any 
crucial part of the body such as the 
wrist, neck or eye and the opponent 
would die or lose the match instantly. 

The second sword is the “Dao.” It 
is a shorter and thicker sword. It is 
more rugged and was used for hack- 
ing. 

Beyond the Jian and Dao, staff 
spears, chain whips, three-section 
staffs (similar to nunchucks) and rope 
darts are applied to practice. 

“We don’t go around 

chopping people any- 


tice, people are concerned with how 
high someone can jump holding a 
sword,” he said. “That’s no good if the 
person can’t even use the sword.” 

He wants students of Wushu to 
understand the meaning behind it. He 
said that every teacher is different and 
has his or her own prerogative. 

“T got into it in the early 90s. I 
trained with an instructor (from Bei- 
jing) that lives in Berkley,” Chen said. 
“T would commute to train with her.” 

He said she had different teaching 
techniques. She felt that the most ad- 
vanced skills should be passed down 
only to women, so he was unable to 
learn certain things. 

“She also feels some are more 
masculine, and some practices should 
be separated. i 

For example, some forms mimic 
animals like the monkey or the pray- 
ing mantis. She felt those were not 
lady-like and she would only teach 
those to men,” Chen 
said. “Her teacher had 
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more (recently), they 
want to get into the 
Olympics,” Chen said. 
“So they’ ve modified it 
to be more sporty and 
less combative, and gradually, over 
the years, it’s still changing. They’re 
making people jump higher and spin 
faster just for the sport or competi- 
tion. It’s for the judges and the 
Olympics, almost like ice skating.” 

Chen said he is uninterested in the 
modernization and evolution of 
Wushu. His objective is to teach his 
students about the culture and tradition 
of the martial art. 

“Nowadays, due to the evolution 
of the sport towards a sporty prac-

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tices. The differences 
between the two styles 
are obvious and have 
geographical signifi- 
cance. Northern Chi- 
nese style portrays high jumps and 
swift movements because Northern 
China was spacious and had many 
horses. While in combat, soldiers or 
fighters had to jump high over the 
horses, Chen said. 

He said opposite to that, South- 
ern style depicts grounded and con- 
fined movements because the south 
typically was crowded with many 
people. 

Although tradition is significant 
to Chen, the members practice Wushu 
for several different reasons. 
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Sophomore economics major Tim Scully and graduate 
student Michael Chen practice defensive techniques dur- 
ing the Wushu Club's March 7 practice in Yosemite Hall. 


Timothy Scully is the president 
of the Wushu Club and is a sopho- 
more majoring in economics. His pri- 
mary reason for practicing Wushu is 
the physical aspect. 

“Wushu is more fast paced com- 
pared to other martial arts. It requires 
a lot of agility, a lot of speed and a lot 
of endurance. All the moves we do re- 
quire you to be very quick and very 
agile,” Scully said. “I, personally, am 
a big guy, so lifting weights makes me 
bigger, but it doesn’t actually help me 
as far as speed and agility, so that’s 
why I come here.” 

Dung Pham is a member of the 
Wushu Club and a junior majoring 
in computer science. He has been 
practicing Wushu for almost two 
years, and went all the way to China 
to train. 

“The reason I went to China is 
because that’s where Wushu origi- 
nated and where the best are. I want- 
ed to go there to get better,’ Pham 
said. “Tt was really different and a lot 
harder. I trained five days a week. 
People there train eight hours a day, 
seven days a week.” 

Pham said he does not know what 
he will do with Wushu in the future, 
but he is very interested in the art. 

The members of the Wushu club 
range in age, sex and do not all go to 
Sac State. Stephanie Sumner goes 


to UC Davis. She said she practices 
Wushu because she wants to follow in 
her mother’s footsteps. 

Members are often involved in 
outside activities. 

“Most years we participate in a 
large Wushu competition in Berkley. 
All the members who feel ready for it 
have the option of doing so and the 
club will pay for their registration,” 
Chen said. “It’s a big tournament with 
competitors coming from all over the 
country.” 

“We've done major performing 
arts competitions in L.A., Santa Clara, 
San Jose and San Francisco. We have 
a demo team, which includes any 
members who are ready. Some years 
the Cherry Blossom Festival in San 
Francisco invites us to go perform 
and be in their parade. We’ ve gotten 
a lot of awards in L.A. for performing 
arts Competitions,” Chen said.

does not regret the comments. 

“[m going to do whatever it 
takes to get that publicity, get the 
media talking and all the haters 
because that’s my fan base,” 
Hernandez said. “You're not going 
to pick up a magazine and read 
about (a positive story), you’re 
going to pick up slutty Britney 
Spears with a shaved head or not 
wearing panties.” 

Hernandez’s bold comments on 
the March 28 episode drew immedi- 
ate criticism from fans of the show. 
Viewers hurled a variety of insults at 
Hernandez from “trash” to “slut” on 
the official website’s message boards 
at badgirlsclubonoxygen.com. 

Hernandez said she also received 
hate mail from outraged viewers who 
felt that her comments were perpetuat- 
ing sexual exploitation of women. 

“The more you talk about me the 
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better, because that’s how much 
more attention [’m _ getting,” 
Hernandez said. 

Hernandez had auditioned for 
the previous two seasons of “The 
Real World.” Both times she sur- 
vived the selection process until the 
final round before being eliminated. 

“Every time I get to finals, and 
for some reason I’m not that big of a 
slut, or I’m not that crazy drunk 
girl,’ Hernandez said. “I guess I 
wasn’t crazy enough to get picked.” 

When producers contacted 
Hernandez regarding the new all- 
female derivative of “The Real 
World” she enthusiastically agreed to 
test. Again Hernandez came up short 
at the tail end of the selection process. 

She once again felt the frustration 
of getting very close before being 
rejected until she received an unex- 
pected phone call mid-way through 
the fall 2006 semester. It was “Bad 
Girls Club” producers requesting she 
be in Hollywood in one week to 
replace the dismissed members. 

“They gave me one week to leave 
my life behind,” Hernandez said. 

Hernandez’s first reaction was to 
pass on the invitation, since she had 
just completed her midterms. Leaving 
would force her to withdraw from 
school for the rest of the semester. 

Because Hernandez was not 
selected for the original cast, she 
also felt some animosity toward the 
show. She felt that she was being 
treated as “sloppy seconds.” 

Immediately after turning down 
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the offer to join the cast in L.A., 
Hernandez began regretting her 
decision. After hesitating for a few 
hours, she called the producer back 
to tell him that she would go. 

Since Hernandez’s personality and 
background was relatively mild in 
comparison to her competitors, she 
decided to accentuate her controver- 
sial attitude toward relationships. 

On her original audition tape to 
“The Real World,” Hernandez said she 
was cheating on her boyfriend. By the 
time the tape got to “Bad Girls Club” 
producers, her situation had changed, 
but she did not inform the show. 

Hernandez’s profile on bad- 
girlsclubonoxygen.com still reads, 
inaccurately, “she’s currently cheat- 
ing on her boyfriend.” 

“I kept it going because of the 
fact that I don’t have felonies like 
these girls. One’s a stripper, the 
other one’s a felon, the other’s a loud 
mouth. Zara’s a drug addict, Ripsi’s 
a drunk, so it’s like: ‘Fine, I’ll be the 
man hater and, sure, I’m cheating on 
my man,” Hernandez said. 

Ripsi, likely the most notorious 
member of the cast, was one of the 
roommates who broke her contract 
by violently attacking two castmates. 

Hernandez said Ripsi has since 
gained national attention as well as 
offers to star in her own reality show. 

“T think I should have maybe 
done something like that because 
she’s getting all the publicity,” 
Hernandez said. “If I would have 
known I was going to get all that 
publicity, I would have broken my 
contract, too.” 


Hernandez’s only regret is not | 
being at her best when she was intro- 


duced to the world. She said she 
stayed out late at her going-away 
party on the eve of her debut and was 
not able to properly prepare. Upon 
landing at the airport she was under 
immediate and constant surveillance. 

“T was actually hung over and in 


the same clothes (and) makeup from | 


the night before,” Hernandez said. 
“I didn’t expect to just walk in the 
house and — bam — we’re taping.” 

Hernandez is still restricted by her 
contract and cannot discuss future 
episodes, but she did provide some 
hints of the drama that is to come. 

“A lot of people will be surprised 
to find out I’m not the girl they 
thought I was,” she said. 

Hernandez, who is again 
enrolled as full-time student at Sac 
State, said she is not done with “Bad 
Girls Club” just yet. On April 17, 
she left Sacramento for the East 
Coast, where she was involved in a 
spin-off series that is being filmed in 
the various hometowns of some of 
the cast members. 

Whatever happens, Hernandez 
hopes that the reality show is not her 
15 minutes of fame. 

“I want to stay in the loop, but I 
don’t want to just be ‘that reality 
show girl,’” Hernandez said. “I want 
to be red carpet status. I want to be 
that girl that everybody recognizes, 
because that’s what I’ve always 
wanted.”
